2. Except as aforesaid, every person wishing to inspect such record or docu- 
ment or to obtain any copy thereof or extract therefrom shall apply, in writing, 
to the Executive Officer, stating clearly and correctly the description of such 
record or document. 

3. Permission shall not be given for the inspection of any correspondence 
between the Board and the Central Government or the State Government or 
any officer of the said Government, or of any other document the inspection of

(V) for the supply of an extract from a property or building register of 
sites and transfers — two rupees and eight annas; 

fvi) for thh supply of a duplicate copy of a licence — eight annas; 

(vii) for attesting a copy of a document — eight annas; 

(Vlii 1 ) for the supply of any other document, not covered by any of the 
preceding clauses — one rupee per page or part of a page of the 
register; 

Provided that the 1 District Soldiers Board shall not be charged fees for 
obtaining extracts from Birth and Death Registers maintained by 
the Cantonmept Board when such entries are required for ■ official 
purposes :
